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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. (1) 
Applicant argues that Wong is non-analogous art with Chess; (2) Chess fails to disclose placing the requests on a queue in a priority order 
during queuing; (3) Wong fails to disclose a characteristic including an identity of the user tiggering the virus scan request; (4) Chiussi fails 
to disclose a characteristic including a timestamp when the virus request was receieved and further the timestamp being earlier than the 
time stamps of each scan request previously placed on the queue; (5) Performance fails to disclose the type of process accessing the 
object being an operating system as opposed to a user application and (6) Netware fails to disclose an indication of a network node 
accessing the object being a server console as compared to a network client. 

Regarding (1) in a distributed system all information is passed over a network. Regarding (2) Chess' rearranging of the queue is still 
placing requests in a prioritized order onto a queue and it is not claimed that this should be done during queuing. Regarding (3) Wong 
teaches the different users in column 4 lines 27-41 where the user is sending the request of Chess. Regarding (4) Chiussi teaches 
teaches timestamps and the smallest timestamp being used first and this idea is applied to the requests of Chess. Regarding (5) 
Performance teaches operating system processes (see 25-31 , the last part of the list) which is applied to the requests of Chess. 
Regarding (6) the SEND feature teaches the server console and the BROADCAST feature teaches a network client which make the 
requests of Chess. 
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
